the vessel direct from Tien Tsin who had 
escaped from the mobs of boxers and the 
imperial] Chinese troops. Nearly ‘all of 
the passengers in the cabin had felt the 
depressing effects of a siege and had been 
in the Chinese city when it was threaten- 
ed by the celestial fighters and the refu- 
gees were more than glad to get back to 
civilization. Among them Were Dr. Dif- 


' fendorfer and C. McIntosh, who were in 


the mill at Tien Tsin, where the Chinese 
were held at bay before the relief came 
through. Master Earl Ragsdale and Miss 
Effie Ragsdale, children of the. United 
States consul at Tien Tsin, were also on 
board. A large number of the refugees 
left the transport at Yokohama to return 
to various parts of Europe and America 
by regular steamers. Among the pas- 
sengers were the following:

“It was on the morning of July 17th 
that the first clash between the foreign- 
ers and the empire's soldiers occurred. 
On the afternoon of the same day the 
bombardment: of the Taku torts bexan. 

“Captain Balley, of tue srictisn snip 
Orlando, was commander of tne aliled 
lorce at Tien Tsin’ on Juiy I/th, as Cap- 
tain McCalia was avsent with Seymour 
at the time. About ll o’ciock in tne fore- 
noon he saw smoke rising from the rail- 
read track four mules’ distant from the 
city, and suspecting that tne boxers had 
red another bridge, Captain. Balicy or- 
dered thirty of his biue jackets, com- 
Mmanded by a midshipman, io proceed lo 
the spot and investigate. When our flat 
car had traveled about three miles We 
fcund a bridge in which the timvers had 
been burned away irom the iron girders, 
and considering ist unsafe to cross, our 
commander oraered his men to return to 
the city. We had gone about 300 yards on 
the back thip-wnen we saw about 1 Chi- 
nese soldicrs crossing the track at a point 
a mile anead.of us. ‘hey were waiking 
tapidly, and as we approached all doubis 
as to their being imperial troops disap- 
peared. They did not wear the red turban 
@énd sash that distinguished the boxers, 
end as soon as we got within about 8w 
yards of them they scattered and gox be- 
hind mounds. Regarding this action as 
Suspicious, our midshipman gave the order 
to tire a volley, and they quickly aad 
vigorously returned the salute. Our field 
piece was minus a sight, and must of its 
shots passed over the enemy, so that after 
ten minutes of hot firing we resumed our 
retreat, the Chinese firing at us as long 
as We were within range. ‘here were no 
casualties Gn our side. The signifcant 
feature of the incident was its bearing on 
' the subsequent proceedings. 

“If it had not been for the action of our 
party that merning the bombardmenr of 
Tien Tsin might not have commenced that 
afternoon; in other words, 1 am inciinea to 
believe that our attack on the Chinese 
troops precipitated this bombarament of 
the city. And for that reason the skirmish 
may attain scme importance when final 
settlements are being made.,’’ ig 

Dr. Diffendorfer believes that the trouble 
in China will be an an end within a 
couple of years at the farthest. 

“It will be a repetition of the Taeping 
rebellion,’’ he said. ‘‘When the allies have 
captured Pekin, the boxers will be broken 
into ban:ls of marauders.”’ 


YOUNG LADY ASSAULTED 


BY NEGRO.ON PUBLIC ROAD 


A negro brutally assaulted and nearly 


murdered Miss Ida Bnzer, daughter of one 
of the most prosperous farmers of Cobb 
county, at MclIvers station on the Wes- 
tern & Atlantic railroad,’ about ten miles 
from the city yesterday afternoon about 
4 o'clock. 


The young lady was.returning home 


after a visit to friends and was met in 
a lonely place on a public road by the 
negro. He beat her almost into insensi- 
bility and left, thinking, perhaps, that 
she was dead. 


She was barely able to reach home and 


tell the story of the crime. Efforts were 
made at once to catch the negro, but he 
had gained too great a start for hig pur- 
suers to overtake him. 


The affair caused the greatest excite- 


ment, and the people for miles around, 
when they heard of the crime, were high- 


ly incensed.

Leaving her half dead.on the side of 
the road, the negro ran off into the woods 
and in the direction of the river. 

Dragging herself to her home, _§ the 
young lady told the story of the attack. 
She was ill, the negro having beat her 
about the face and head. The bruises 
together with the nervous prostration 
which followed resulted in severe ill- 
ness and her life is despaired of. 
Tracking the Criminal. 


Searching parties scoured the woods in 
every direction, but the negro could not 
be found. From a description given by 
Miss Enzer, the negro was tracked as far 
as the river, parties stating they had 
seen him hurrying toward Atlanta. It is 
believed he passed Bolton about night- 
fall, having gone many miles out of his 
way before crossing the bridge. 3 

Last night about 11 o’clock the police 
in Atlanta were notified by telephone 
that the negro was still coming this way. 

He is described by Miss Enzer as being 
heavy set and black. He wore corduroy 
trousers, with two patches on them, 
and a- check shirt. 

It is believed the negro is either a 
tramp or lives in Atlanta and went to 
MclIvers to rob or commit. some other

The police who went out on the morn- 
ing watch were ordered to keep the clos- 
est watch for a negro answering the 
description given and if he comes to the 
city he will probably be caught.

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Chinese Losses Are Supposed To Have 
Been So Heavy That the Forces 
. Will Soon Scatter—Leay- 
ing an Open Road to 
Pekin. 


Washington, August 6—The announce- 
ment received through Admiral Remey 
and Commander Tausig, of reported heavy 
fighting on tHe road beyond Tien Tsin 
was the news of interest in the Chinese 
| situation today. Little doubt was e¢x- 
pressed at the navy dé@partment that the 
news was substantially correct. It 
is probable a ln ser report . may 
reduce the list of easualties 
among the international forces, but it is 
evident that the movedon Pekin is at last 
fairly under way, an@ that strong oppo- 
sition has been encountered. The war de- 
partment officials, who have been exceed- 
ingly reticent for several days as to news 
from the seat of war, admitted today 
when the naval dispatches were reccived 
that the announcement of the battle was 
not unexpected. -Opinion among the varl- 
ous officials now in Washington is some- 
what divided as to just what is presaged 
by today’s events. The more optimistic 
are inclined to think that such a severe 
blow as the Chinese Must have received 
at Peitsang will result in the speedy 
disintegration of the fOrees-now opposing 
the march of the international column. 
In line with this prediction it was prophe- 
sied that the Chinese government would 
find means to send the ministers from 
Pekin under escort, and thus siave oi 
the advance upon the capital. On the 
other hand, there was a number of offl- 
Cials in a position to judge equally well 
who held that the fight at Peitsang was 
cnly the beginning’ of @ strenuous presist- 
ance that would be continued to the gates 
of Pekin cr'beyonck It was urged in sup- 
pert of this view that the Chinese had a 
hundred men to losé against one of the 
allies; that they Were well armed with 
modern .guns, and hed apparently an 
abundance of amm~unition. It is stated 
that considerabdle **‘apprehension exists 
among those conversant with oriental af- 
fairs at the re-app®arance in Pekin poli- 
tics of that rabid atiti-foreign fanatic, Li 
Ping Hung. It is ufhderstood that his ap- 
pearance in Pekin @ffairs may have had 
something to do with the Shanghai rumor 
of Li Hung Chang's guicide. It is certain 
that with Li Ping Hang and Prince Tuan 
in control of the defaeto government in 
{ China, a religicus wagt.6f . dervish-like 
fanaticism probably be waged against 
all foreigners, and friends of the more lib- 
eral Chinese statesmen are ‘exceedingly 
anxious as to their fate under the Tuan- 
Li regime. 

The war department is in receipt of a 
dispatch frcm General MacArthur an- 
nouncing that he has shipped additional 
artillery supplies to Taku for use in the 
Chinese campaign. These supplies. in- 
clude several gatling guns and the re- 
mainder of the rifle and Howitzer siege 
train now in Manila, which up-to date 
has remained useless in that country on 
account of the bad roads. How much 
better General Chaffee may be able to 
handle these monster guns through the 
almost impassable swamps of China no 
on? at the war department was willing tu 
gvess, but his recent .dispatch contained 
an urgent appeal for more artillery, and. 
he is getting it. The ordnance experts at 
the war department say. that if it comes to 
a bombardment of Pekin these five-inch 
rifles and seven-inch Howitzers, with their 
enormous bursting charges of high ex- 
plosives, will be the most effective batter-. 
ing weapons in the interrational column. 

Minister Wu at the Seaside. 

Minister Wu left Washington on Satur- 
Gay for Cape May, and remained away 
from Washington today, althou he had 
been expected to return on Sunday night. 
The Chinese legation wore an air of deso- 
lation and desertion throughout the day, 
ard all interrogations of the Chinese 
charge were met with the response that 
there was no news, nor expectation of 
any. 

The position of the United States diplo- 
matically remains unchanged. This gov- 
ernment will not consent to the removal 
of the ministers and foreigners from 
Pekin until there ts free communication 
by the powers with their ministers. Nor 
will this government consent to communi- 
cation in plain language alone, but insists 
that cioher messages must pass freely 
between Minister Conger and our depart- 
ment of state. It is emphatically stated 
that unless such messages are exchanged, 
the United States canrot know beyond 
question that the messages were not gar- 
bled and both the United States govern- 
ment and the ministers misled. 

There seems to be no doubt as to the 
safety of the ministers at Pekin for the 
present, and that they will remain where 
they will be able to protect themselves, 
end will not be induced to accept any 
offers of the Chinese government to escort 
them to Tien Tsin until they have had 
communication with: their governments. 
Confidence is expressed, however, that the 
Chinese government will @o00on gee the 
necessity of accepting the terms laid down 
in Secretary Hay’s note to Consul General 
Goodnow. 


MINISTERS HAVE LEFT PEKIN. 


Ii Hung Chang Says March to Tien 
Tsin Has Begun. 

London, August 7, 4 a. m.—A Shanghal 
special, dated August 6th, says: 

“Li Hung Chang has officially informed 
the consuls that the ministers left Pekin 
for Tien Tsin last Friday, August 34, 
with General Yung Lu in command of the 
esccrt. The consuls are by no means dis- 
posed to credit Earl Li’s statement. 

“All other reports that have reached 
London up to this hour indicate that the 
ministers have not left Pekin.” 

“The advance of the allied forces com- 
menced today,’ cables the British consul ‘ 
at Tien Tsin, under date of August 4th. 
This is the first official information receiy- 
ed here that the attempt to relieve Pekin 
has begun. It is accepted as correct.

Omaha, Neb., August 6.—Between 1,500 
and 2,000 people assembled at the Burling- 
ton station at 7:30 o’clock tonight to see 
Ww.

A cheer went up as the train rolled in 
and Mr. Bryan stepped out on the rear 
platform. Before the train came to a 
standstill scores of enthusiastic admirers 
were climbing over each other to shake 
the hand of the presidential candidatc, 
who smilingly leaned over the platform 
rail and cordially greeted each one within 
reach. To acquaintances who stepped 
aboard the car Mr. Bryan recalled the 
fact that on a date just five days later 
four years ago he was departing for New 
York to receive the formal notification 
of his nomination. 

In the party with Mr. Bryan are Gov- 
ernor Charles H, Thomas, of Colorado: 
Colonel J. I. Martin, sergeant-at-arms of 
the national committee; Mrs. Bryan and 
others. \ 

Mr. Bryan’s brief run from Linco:n to 
Omaha was devoid of special incident, 
except at the little town of Gretna. As 
the train approached that point Mr. 
Bryan explained that it was there ten 
years ago, when beginning his first cam- 
paign for congress, that he had made his 
first speech as a candidate. Quite a 
large crowd was congregated on the sta- 
tion platform and Mr. Bryan was ioudly 
ealled for at the rear platform. He did 
not attempt to make a speech, but during 
two minutes shook hands with about a 
hundred people. 

Mr. Bryan had his wishes fulfilled in an 
entire absence of demonstration on the 
part of his home people when he left 
Lincoln at 6 o'clock this evening,

London, August 6.—The anti-foreign, 
party again has the upperhand at Pekin. 
According to reports emerging from Li 
Hung Chang’s londgings at Shanghai, his 
baggage is packed preparatory to his de- 
parture for Pekin, but, it is said, he has 
applied to the throne for twenty days’ 
sick leave. Li Hung Chang claims that 
his representations to the Yang Tse vice- 
roys and Tao Tai Sheng will be denounced 
by Li Ping Hong because they are friend- 
ly to the foreigners. 

A news agency dispatch from Shanghal, 
dated today (August 6th) says it is ru- 
mored that the powerful viceroy Yuan 
Shih Kal, governor of Shan Tung, wno 
disapproves of Prince Tuan, has been 
killed. Correspondents at Tien Tsin are 
unable to get anything fresh, though a 
dispatch from Shanghai, dated August 
6th. avers that the allles are making slow 
progress toward Pekin on account of ‘the 
differences of opinion among the gen- 
érals. The American, British and Japa- 
nese commanders favor one plan, this dis- 
patch affirms, and the Russians, French 
gnd Germans favor another plan. Prince 
Tuan, it ig added, seeks to inspirit his 
vyrmy by proclamations ordering every 
foot of the road from Tien Tsin to be 
disputed. All the Chinese troops have re- 
cently been paid in fulJ and the troops, 
money and supplies are going to Pekin 
from the southern provinces. It ig deem- 
ed quite probable by military men in Lon- 
don that the Chinese will ‘make a fierce 
fight at Pekin, on a much greater scale 
than during the defense of Tien Tsin. 

A dispatch received at the war office in 
St. Petersburg from Genera] Grodekoff, 
dated Khabarovsk, August 4th, says two 
squadrons reconnoltering near Teche en- 
gaged 1,000 Chinese with two guns and 
20 cavalry. After a. stubborn fight <he 
Russians were re-enforced by another 
squadron with two guns and defeated the 
Chinese, killing 200. The Russian loss was 
eight men killed apd eight wounded. 

This dispatch adds that the battle 
around Aiguan was continued August 3d, 
the Cossacks losing six men killed and 
twenty-five wounded.-and driving back 
the Chinese, killing 200 and capturing two 
guns and two flags. The inscription «n 
one of the flags read: “The people of the 
large fist.”’ 

Aiguan, when the dispatch was sent, 
was burning.

Montgomery, Ala., August 6.—(Special.) 
The democratic state ticket was elected 
in Alabama today by apparently 75,000 
plurality. The vote of the state is esti- 
mated tonight to stand, in round num- 
bers, about as follows: 

For the democratic nominees, 120,000; 
for the populist nominees, 30,000; for the 
republican nominees, 7,500, and for the 
prohibition nominees 2,500. The returns 
appear to indicate that about two-thirds 
of the. mopulists of the state have re- 
formed since 1896, as their vote in the 
state election that year was about 90,000. 
The new legislature will consist of about 
120 democrats and 13 populists and republl- 
cans. Hon. John T. Morgan will be the 
only ‘candidate before the assembly for 
United States senator. 

The election today was without special 
incident, as was the campaign, which 
preceded it. A very light vote was cast 
in most of the counties and the aggre- 
gate vote in the state is hardly a test 
of the voting strength of any of the polit- 
ical parties. for it was well understood 
that the democratic wote was invincible, 
and the weather has been too hot to jus- 
tify the opponents of the flemocrats in 
wasting energy anfi perspiration by con- 
— in an inevitably fruitless strug- 
gle. 

All of the political parties in Alabama 
nominated their respective men for the 
various state offices, and an exceeding- 
ly clean campaign was conducted. Dr. 
G. B, Crowe, of Jefferson, led the papulist 
tanks, as their nominee for governor; 
Hon, John A. Steele, of Colbert, those of 
the republicans, and Rev. H. L. Hargett, 
of Jefferson, those of the prohibitionists. 
It is a curious fact that in the whole 
Atate campaign no nominee of any party 
to any state office has been heard to 
way an unkind thing about any other nom. 
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inee. This is in curious contrast to the 
campaigns in Alabama during the past 
ten years, excepting, perhaps, that of two 
years ago. 

The county executive officers In all of 
the counties were also elected today—the 
sheriffs, tax collectors, tax assessors, 
superintendents of education and coro- 
ners. None of the judiciary officers were 
elected, however, as all of them hold for 
two years longer. In a few of the coun- 
ties—Butler, Cherokee, Choctaw, Conecuh, 
Coosa, Dale, Etowah, Franklin, Geneva, 
Shelby and St. Clair—the populists have 
some of the county offices, and in Eto- 
wah, Franklin and St. Clair, probably all 
of them. In most of these counties, 
however, personal popularity had as 
much to uv with the number of votes the 
candidates .-* as politics had. 

The Governor and His Staff. 


The democratic state ticket elected to- 
day is an exceedingly strong one from 
beginning to end. Colonel Samford, the 
governor-elect, is one of the wisest, truest 
and mcst learned of the lawyers and 
public men of Alabama. He has served 
his county in the legislature and in the 
state senate and his district in the feder- 
al congress with credit and honor to 
himself. He is about sixty years of age 
and was one of the youngest and most 
prominent members of the constitutional 
convention of 1873, which adopted the 
present constitution of the _ state. He 
resides in Opelika, where he enpoys a 
large and profitable law practice. He is 
unexcelled in the state as an orator and 
is exceedingly popular with all classes. 

Mr. McDavid has been elected to sutceed 
himself as prime minister, as he weil de- 
serves to be. He is the youngest—and the 
people of Alabama think—the most satis- 
factory secretary of state in the nation, 
Mr. McDavid has for eight years been the 
political correspondent in Alabamu for 
The Constitution, and he insists that his 
preferment in politics igs largely due to 
the appreciation of the democrats of his 
state of the wise counsel of The Consti- 
tution in the troublous times of the 
populist upheaval a few years ago. Mr. 
McDavid received more votes thun any 
officer on the state ticket in Alabarna in 
1898. 

Hon, J. Craig Smith, the new state 
treasurer, is known and highly regarded 
all over Alabama, His father was state 
treasurer some twe've years ago, and the 
son succeeded him after his death for two 
terms. His re-election for another term 
is something unknown for many years in 
Alabama politics, and is a pronvunced 
compliment. Mr. Smith is about forty- 
five years old, and resides in Selma, Ala. 

Hon. Charies G Brown, attorney gen- 
eral, has Leen elected to succted himself. 
Iie was prior to his first election &n at- 
torney in Birmingham, and is highly 
esteemed by his friends throughout the 
State. 

Hon, T. L. Sowell is a lawyer and man 
of affairs at Jasper, Ala. Wpon the death 
about a month ago of Hon. W. H. Mat- 
thews, democratic nominee for auditor, 
Mr. Sowell was selected by the stute ex- 
ecutive committee for the place, and the 
committee’s selection has been applauded 
on all sides. The duties and responsibili- 
ties of the state auditorship are arduous, 
and require the exercise of unusual judg- 
ment and ability. It is believed that these 
duties have.been properly entrusted. Mr. 
Sowell is about forty-five vears ‘of age, 
and is at present a member of the Ala- 
bama senate. 

The superintendent of education, Hon. 
John W. Abercrombie, has already served 
one term, and abundantly deserves an- 
other. He has accomplished more, per- 
haps, for the public schools of the state 
than has any other man in it, and has im- 
proved the educational advantages in Ala- 
bama during his two years’ term of office 
to an amazing extent. He is qa young 
man—less than thirty-five—and is deserv- 
ing of all that the people may bestow 


_upon him. He isa citizen of Calhoun 


county, having been superintendent of the 
Anniston schocls before his election as 
state superintendent. 

Hon. Rotert R. Poole, of Marengo, the 
newly elected commissioner of agriculture, 
is one of the most jntelligent and guc- 
cessful planters in the state. He nas been 
& high-class farmer all of his life; owns 
several of the finest plantations, highest 
bred herds of Jerseys and best bred 
horses in Alabama. He is full of energy 
and enterprise, and there is every reason 
to believe that the department of agricul- 
ture will prosper under his administra- 
tion. 

All of the democratic nominees are na- 
tive Alabamians. 

The senate is composed of thirty-three 
members. Of these the democrats have, 
beyond doubt, elected aill-but two or 
three. 

The house of representatives consists of 
100 members. The returns indicate that 
there will not be exceeding six or eight 
anti-democrats among them. Six years 
ago serious fears were entertained that 
the legislature would be controlled by the 
enemies of democracy. The progress and 
prosperity of the conservative party in 
this state within the Jast few years is 
therefore apparent.

Savannah, Ga., ‘August 6.—(Special.)— 
Five negroes are in Chatham county jail 
for investigation on the charge of mur- 
dering Arthur Hamilton, the young white 
man at Darien a few nights ago. Hamil- 
ton was engaged in loading a vessel from 
which he had been warned to keep away 
by the striking longshoremen and was 
shot from ambush at night. The negroes 
are J. Read, Tom Evanson, Dick WiI- 
son, Nick White and Smith King. The 
arrests were made by Detective Starke, 
of the Savannah force, who was detailed 
for the work at the request of the Da- 
rien authorities. He carried along a ne- 
gro spotter named Green, whose life was 
in danger several times while he was in 
Darien, and who considered himself for- 
tunate in getting back to Savannah with- 
out a bullet hole or two through him. 
There has been much bad blood between 
the strikers and non-union men at Da- 
rien and other crimes have been narrow- 
ly averted. Detective Starke thinks he 
has strong evidence against the men ar- 
rested. At least three of them were 
heard to say they intended to kill Ham- 
ilton, and all of them were near where 
the shooting took place at the time of 
the killing. The negroes deny all knowl- 
edge of the crime.

West Point, Ga., August 6.—(Special.)— 
Alex Scott, who killed the two women— 
Carrie and Lena Huguley—here Sunday 
night, surrendered to the night operator 
of the Atlanta and West Point road at 
LaGrange about 2 o'clock this morning 
and was placed in jail at LaGrange. Fol- 
lowing are the details of the crime: 

The boy entered the women’s house and 
sat talking to them. When he left he 
passed through the door and stepped to 
the porch, and, turning, he called both 
women to,the door.

The boy then fled, but Police- 
men Johnson and Reid\soon had the 
county bloodhounds on his grail and found 
him hiding in a dense swamp The 
swamp was so large that he made his 
escape. He ran to LaGrange, but, finding 
out that he was being hotly pursued and 
fearing ill treatment in the hands of the 
posse, he surrendered. 

He made a complete confession, but 
asked to be kept in LaGrange for trial, 
as he feared coming back here. The 
dead bodies were left lying on the floor 
until this morning, when Coroner Candle 
arrived from LaGrange and held an in-

after several hours of fighting to haye 
retired.’’ 

This is the only message received in 
London this morning bearing out the re- 
ports of Admiral Remey and Commander 
Taussig regarding an engagement at Piet- 
sarg. The fact that the advance did not 
begin until Saturday is taken to strength- 
en the accounts of a battle Sunday. 

In the same cablegram which was read 
in the house of commons the consul at 
Tien Tsin says: 

‘‘News from the Japanese legation has 
been received up to August Iist.”’ 

Therefore, the edicts announcing the 
safety of the ministers on that date are 
confirmed. 

Yesterday the Chinese minister, Sir 
Chih Chen Lo Feng Luh, communicated 
to Lord Salisbury a message from the 
tsung li yamen dated July 3ist, reiterating 
the statement that the ministers were 
safe on that date and recounting the 
friendly relations existing between them 
and the yamen, as well as reporting the 
sending of supplies to the legations by 
the yamen. The message contains this 
important statement: 

‘A successful termination of the con- 
ference with the ministers for their con- 
veyance under escort to Tien Tsin is ex- 
} pected, but on account of the recommence- 
ment of hostilities at Tien Tsin, code 
telegrams for transmission to the rep- 
resentatives are considered undesirablc.”’ 

This appears to confirm the report that 
the Chinese government will endeavor to 
stop the march to Pekin by using the 
ministers as hostages. 

The Lokal Anzeiger of Berlin, publiish- 
ing an interview with Li Hung Chang, 
quotes him as declaring emphatically that 
China must not, in any circumstances, 
cede any more ‘territory to any power. 
In reply to a question why the rebellion 
was not put down, Earl Li is represented 
as having said: 

“Tl blame Prince Tuan, the empress dow- 
ager and the whole Pekin government. 
But for their lack of energy the situa- 
tion would never have become s0 se- 
rious.’’ 

The St. Petersburg 
The Daily Mail says: 
“Active negotiations are proceeding be- 
tween Russia and the United States, the 
probable outcome of which will be a res- 
olution to uphold the integrity of China 
unconditionally.” 

A Shanghai correspondent of the same 
paper says the Americans there are urg- 
ing the appointment of General MacAr- 
thur as commander in chief of the allied 
forces. 

The Standard’s Shanghai representative, 
wiring Sunday, says: 

“It is clear that the march to the re- 
lief of Pekin will be anything but a walk- 
over. Japanese scouts have discovered a

shape of money, and is made to feel 
and understand that color is no bar to 
the appreciation of integrity, honesty, 
true worth and all those elements of 
character that go to make up the good 
man and good citizen, then he has the 
passports to respect and confidence in 
every civilized community on the face 
of the earth. There is nothing that will 
take their place, and even money will 
not carry a man as far. 

And there are no communities on the 
face of the earth where character and 
good citizenship command a higher 
premium in the shape of appreciation 
than those of the south. No one knows 
this better than Booker Washington, 
and this knowledge is what adds hope 
and expectation to his energies, Let 
a@ negro in any southern community 
develop those qualities of character 
which white men. find indispensable to 
their success in life, and straightway 
his reputation spreads abroad and flies 
ahead of him in all his movements.

Smallpox Scare Is Said To Be. a 
Thing of the Past. 


THERE WERE ONLY TWENTY CASES 


Former Employee of the Government 
Describes the. Conditions About 
Cape Nome. 


Washington, August 6.—A letter dated 
July 22 has just been received at the 
treasury department from a former em- 
ploye of that department now at Cape 
Nome, Alaska. The writer, who has the 
entire confidence of the officials, says: 

“The reports of disease and death that 
have been taken back to the states are 
untruthful. The smallpox scare is all 
over. There were twenty cases in all and 
all of them came on the Oregon. As yet 
there has been no typhoid, but the sea- 
son has been dry, whith probably ac- 
counts for its absence. here have been 
twelve violent deaths here since June 10. 
Four men have been drowned, three have 
9 egg suicide and five have been 
shot. 

“Prospectors who have been out over 
the country are just beginning to bring 
in quartz. The season on the famed 
Anvil creek has been so dry, there hav- 
ing been neither rain mor snow since the 
17th of June, that the creeks capnot be 
worked to advantage. One large com- 

any on Anvil creek says it is losing 

100,000 a week owing to the scarcity of 
water. As it is this company is doing 
} Well and is said to have shipped some 
$20,000 worth has been sold to the local 
bank in Nome, 

‘“Sluicing, with fair results, is going 
along many of the creeks and also to 
some extent on the beach. The day has 
passed, however, when a single man 
could rock out $75 a day. The story that 
the beach is gold to Cape Prince of 
Wales is undoubfedly false. The trans- 
portation companies are now bringing in 
people first class for $75, while two 
months ago they charged $125. The ques- 
tion of transportation home for thous- 
ands of poor fellows in the fall is indeed 
a serious one.

Washington, D. C., August 6.—(Special.) 
Senatar Jones, in statements he has giv- 
en out for publication, expresses his 
belief and confidence that the outlook in 
New York is not at all unfavorable to 
the democrats.

MAYOR'S VETO

“The question to. be determined, how-' 


ever, is simply this: Does this council in- 
tend to grant this electric lighting fran- 
chise or not? The street railroad question 
the injunction sults and all of this talk 
abcout Hurt and Woodruff and Atkinson 
has been brought Into the matter to 
muddy the waters, and I must admit that 
they have been most successfully mud- 
died. The question for council to determ- 
ine, and determine now, is whether or 
not it is going to give the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company a franchise. 
Frankly, it is my firm belief that this 
council will never grant them anything. 
I knew, or rather believed firmly, all 
along that the mayor would veto this 
franchise, as passed, and I further be- 
lieved then; as I do now, that this coun- 
cil would never pass 4t over his veto. I 
belleved that when the caucus got it up. 

“I told Mr. Hurt, in talking to him, 
that if he had the right to build under his 
charter he ought to go and do it, for 
I did not think that he would ever be 
given a fair franchise by this adminis- 
tration. 

“These people claim the right to build 
their plant under the state law and to put 
down their conduits subject only to the 


police regulations and ordinances of the 


city. Eminent council members have ad- 
vised this, and it is my opinion that they 
have got that right. The Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company hasn't got a franchise 
from the city to build and they never had 
one. They are simply operating under the 
police regulations and ordinances just as 
that franchise there places Mr. Hurt’s 
company. I don’t think this is the best 
franchise, but it is a franchise that they 
can operate under, and I believe that they 
ought to have it and I am going to vote 
for it. I am not going to vote for any 
mcre amendments, for there are already 
encugh conditions attached to it. While 
the franchise that I introduced would 
have saved the city $40,000, the council 
would not pass that, but they have agreed 
on this ordinance and I intend to vote for 
it. I have nothing further to say. I am 
fully aware of what the result of the vote 
will be, but in spite of the fact that coun- 
cil will not grant them a franchise, I 
belfeve they ought to have it.’’ 

Councilman Pope Wants Information 


Councilman Pope next took the floor. 
He said that it was not his purpose to 
make a speech. He wished also to go on 
record, but he wanted first to be inform- 
ed on one or two points that he consider- 
ed vital. He asked City Attorney An- 
derson if, in his opinion, the clause Hmit- 
ing the franchise to twenty years would 
be binding at the end of that time. 

Judge Anderson stated that in his mind 
there was a serious doubt as to how 
binding the clause would be. He said 
that once the city gave the right to the 
use of its streets, the company might 
claim a franchise for 101 years under its 
charter provisions, 

Councilman Pope then announced that 
he intended to introduce an amendment 
to the franchise later. 

Beutell Explains His Vote. 

Alderman Beutell was the next speaker. 
In explaining why he voted to sustain the 
veto he said: 

“It was not my intention to say any- 
thing on the subject, but I desire to go on 
record as to my position on the subject. 
In the first place, I was in the conference 


*that made the franchise. As there has 


been go much said as to where the con- 
ference was held, I will state that it 
was held at my humble home. I have 
given a great dea! of time to the eleotric 
light franchise for several months past. 
When I introduced my ‘substitute in the 
aldermanic board some months ago, 
which went back to the council, it failed 
to receive any attention. Since that time 
I have persisted on a franchise that 
would give the people of the city a com- 
petitive electric light plant. 

“The one vetoed by the mayor which 
was made and agreed upon at my house 
suited me in every respect. It had been 
my ‘intention to vote to override the 
mayor’s veto until Saturday last, when 
it was published in the daily papers about 
the lawsuit brought about regarding the 


‘Atlanta Railway Company or its bond- 


honders as to the absolute right of the 
railway’s franchise to certain streets in 
the city of Atlanta. This, with other 
facts as brought out in this council, has 
caused me to change my mind. There- 
fore I propose to vote wo sustain the 
mayor’s veto and wait before granting 
any more franchises and see who owns 
the streets of Atlanta. 

“Regarding the remarks of Councilman 
Grady about the Atlanta Railway’s po- 
sition to furnish street Mghts to the city 
at a saving of $6, per annum, I will 
say that the company was represented 
before the committee on electric lights 
by attorneys. I asked them to state at 
what price they intended to charge pri- 
vate consumers: the answer was that 
they could not go into this, but wanted 
it left open, giving part of the commit- 
tee to understand that they would charge 
such rate as they saw fit. This, together 
with considering granting a franchise 
with the clause in it furnishing the city 
are lights at $10 less each per year, the 
committee would not consider, for the 
reason that a question might arise as to 
whather in granting such franchise it 
might bind the city to a contract, Finally 
the attorneys for the Atlanta Railway 
Company asked that the clause be 
stricken. The daily paper has said much 
about the company’s offer for electric 
lights to the city, but never gave the 
reason as to why it was turned down by 
the committee, and finally the attorneys 
for the railway company asked that the 
clause regarding the $10 less for are ights 
be stricken.” 

After some discussign of minor impor- 
tance the vote was taken with the result 
as stated.

HEARING TODAY 


Wife Slayer’s Case Goes Before Pardon 
Board, 


DECISION WILL BE FINAL 


Additional Evidence of His Mental 
State Is Collected. 
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PROMINENT NAMES ON PETITION 


Counsel for Baker Claims That Con- 
demned. Man Is an Imbecile 
Totally Irresponsible. 


James L. Baker, the Atlanta man under 
sentence of death for the murder of his 
wife, receives today at the hands of the 
Pardon board a last chance for the re- 
view of his case and a final opportunity. 
to save himself from the gallows. The 
members of the pardon board who are 
to pass finally on the facts of the Baker 
tragedy have set the hearing for this 
morning and in their decision, following 
out his invariable custom, Governor 
Candler will eoncur. 


The indications are that Baker wil] 
make a much better showing before the 
pardon board than before the supreme 
court, where his plea for a new trial on 
the grounds of insanity and hasty con- 
sideration in the first trial was refused. 
It will be remembered that Baker was 
under the sentence of death one week 
after the commission of his crime and 
his counsel claims his case could not be 


presented fully with so little time for 
preparation. 


The petition asking that Baker's sen- 
tence be committed to life imprisonment 
is a long one and contatzs the names of 
some of the best known citizens of the 
State. It is understood that Solicitor 
Hill, of the Atlanta circuit, refused to 
add his name to this petition, stating at 
the time that however much he might 
degire to do from a humanitarian stand- 
paint, he believed there was never a 
clearer case of murder and that by sign- 
ing he wauld stultify himself. 

The counsel for Baker will claim at 
the hearing today that he is an imbecile 
and* was incapable of appreciating the 
extent of his crime when he shot his 
wife. There is abundant evidence along 
this line collected in the last few weéks 
to be presented to the board: statements 
from well known men who knew Baker 
before he came to Atlanta to live and 
from inmates of the county jail ‘who 
declare that the condemned man is ‘to- 


| tally irresponsible. 


Many of the facts of Baker’s life have 
come to light since his trfal and many 
persons acquainted with them are in- 
clined, in spite of the nature of the 
man’s crime, to express sympathy for 
him. It is understood that Baker came 
of wealthy parents who died leaving his 
estate in the hands of guardians. In 
spite of his early prospects of wealth he 
is said to have received no education be- 
fore his fortune was lost. 

His former nome was in Griffin and 
from that town come statements from 
such men as ex-Governor McDaniel and 
David Bailey giving as their opinion that 
ever since they had known Baker he was 
aman of weak mind and irresponsible 
cenduct.

LIGHTING FRANCHISE 


The mayor’s message in vetoing the or- 
dinance granting an electric lighting 
franchise to the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany follows in full: 

To the General Council of the City of Atlan 
ta. Gentlemen: In returning to your honor- 
able body the franchise granted to the Atlanta 
Railway Company to operate an electric light- 
ing plant without my approval, I have fol- 
lowed out a line of policy made known to 
you early in the year 1899, and which I have 
had occasion to call your attention to sev- 
eral times during this and last year. 

I bardly deem it necessary to call your at- 
tention to the many suits and injunctions that 
have been brought against the city by the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company, and 
would not do so were it not for the fact that 
recent “events make it imperative that this 
should be done in order that the entire ques- 
tion may be fully wnderstood and discussed. 

We must look at the situation as regards the 
street railroad matters in order that we may 
begin at the ground work of the differences be- 


tween the city and those parties now asking 
at your hands the right to operate an elec- 
tric lighting plant. 

During last year many weeks of earnest 
thought were given to an application for 
street railroad franchise made by the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company, and after a thore 


ough and most exhaustive examination into the 


matter these franchises were granted. Many 
safeguards in the interests of the city were 
thrown around these grants and an honest ef- 
fort was made to perfect an ordinance which 
would be fair to all companies and at the 
same time protect the ftnterests of the people 
| who had elected the general council as their 
| legal representatives. 

It was hoped at first that all differences 
would be set aside and the city would be freed 
from the strife that had existed and would be 
allowed to carry out its rights without further 
hindrance, but it seems that this was not to 
be for immediately after the passage of the 
ordinances and franchises which it had been 
hoped would bring about peace, the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company again threw the 


innumerable lawsults. The rights of the city 
were ignored and your honorable body, or your 
acts were treated with contempt. The accomp- 
lishment of important, large and valuable im- 
provements. have been prevented and the city 
defied in every attempt that has been made 
to assert its rights. 8 

Atlanta Railway Company occupies a very 
peculiar position just at present, for it has 
ouly recently purchased, or claims to have pur- 
chased, the power plant of a company, which 


is the Atlanta Railway and Power Company, 
that only a short time ago bought the Atlanta 
Railway Company in its entirety, for the sum, 
or near the sum of $450,000. At that time, 
I am informed by public claims, that the At- 
larta Railway and Power Company was valued 
at $7,000.000. 

After having hampered the citv in every 
way possible, and after having carried on va- 
rious contentions to the detriment and injury 
of the city the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company disposes of its large and modern 
plant or power house to the infant company, 
and through it seeks to further displace the 
city from its rightful position. The child is 
engaged now in the rather unnatural pastime 
of swallowing the parent. This act is easily 
accounted for from the fact that the charter 
of the Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
has only forty years more of life, while its 
infant has an existence before it of ninety-six 
years. Thus it will be seen that the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company is seeking to 
transfer its property before its death to its in- 


Y fant. 


Repeats Former Message. 


Hoping that I have been able to make my- 
self clear on these points, I will now take up 
several messages that I have deemed it my 
‘duty to transmit to your honorable body on 
former occasions. Referring to my. veto mes- 
sage of December 26, 1899, of the franchise 
which had been granted the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company for an electric lighting 
plant, it will be seen that I said in part as 
follows: @ 

The third, and,,as I view it, very important 
question is: Should the general council grant 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company any 
other franchises of any kind whatever while 
that company is in contempt of 
its authority ? Your body has 
been very generous to that company and 
its predecessors in the past in the granting to 
it of ‘franchises and extensions. On account 
of that generosity it has grown from a small 
corporation of a few hundred ‘thousand dollars 
to that of one, as I understand it, of $7,000,- 
000. Yet, in granting those franchises, the 
council made certain reservations, and one of 
them was the right to condemn as much as 
five blocks of any of its lines for the purpose 
of letting competiting lines be built and thus 
accommodate all the people. A few months 
ago a new company came into the field and 
asked for franchises at your hands, 

After weeks of earnest work on your part 
and several days spent in hearing from learn- 
ei counsel pro and con you agreed that it was 
the best interests of the city to grant the new 
company the franchises asked for, but not un- 
til after you had passed the strongest kind of 
laws against the possibility of selling out to a 
competitor and the demand for a large bond 
that the different lines should be built as 
granted. 

When the city of Atlanta attempted to carry 
out its rights of reservation of condemna- 
tion it was stopped by injunction in the United 
States courts, and that by a company that 
it had been so generous to in granting fran- 
chises. 

The new company is not only unable to give 
cor petition in street car service, but the work- 
ing people of Atlanta and the merchants are 
being deprived of the hundreds of thousands 
of dcllars that would be expended in the bulld- 
ing of these lines. Atlanta herself is a large 
sufferer by this litigation and delay, as the 


Collins Park and Belt line generously offered 
and is now required to pay $50,000 toward the 


| building of a viaduct cver that death trap at 


Whitehall street crossing. 

After consulting with some of the rallroad 
authorities, I am thoroughly satisfied that the 
city would be in a position next year to 
span those tracks with a beautiful and sub- 
Stantial viaduct if .t were so that we could 
secure that $50,000. That would mean large 
sums of money expended in the erection of 
new buildings on both Whitehall and Peach- 


tree streets, between Alabama and Marietta 
| streets. 
I am strongly impressed with the idea that 


{ no more franchises should be granted the At- 
| lanta Railway and Power Company until! it has 
| purged itself of contempt of your honorable 


body in the exercise of the right of reservation. 
It may be expected to hear the cry from in- 
terested parties of an attempt to throttle com- 
petition by holding back the erection of a 
lighting plant, but from the same source comes 
the fact that they are throttling competition 
in the street railroad building and are also 
preventing the erection of a much-needed im- 
provement at Whitehall street crossing. by in- 
junction. against the city of Atlanta cconvey- 


ing to a competing company reserved rights. 
Says He Wants Competition: 


I believe in competition, both »°s ‘to an 
electric light plant and street railroads. I 
believe also that the best and surest way to 
secure competition in both of. these. public 
utilities is to refuse to grant further fran- 
chises until litigation is withdrawn and the 
street railroad is assured. With that condi- 
tion of affairs there is nothing to trade on. 
But for a franchise outstanding for an elec. 
tric light plant, there would be nothing phe- 
nomenal in compromising the entire matter 
by an agreement that one should retain his 
Street car monopoly and the other his elec- 
tric lighting plant, and competition would be 
set aside in both for years. 

In conclusion, there is another strong reason 
why your body should refuse to give further 
franchises to the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company. In granting franchises to the dif- 
ferent lines that comprise that company the 
general council, as I stated above, reserved 
the right to condemn as much as five bidcks 
on any of its lines to allow a competing com- 
pany to reach the center of the city. 

The contention in the bill of injunction 
against the city is that it has no authority to 
even attempt to exercise such a right. Al- 
though the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany’s system is composed of several differ- 
ent lines, and about five different companies 
originally, and that reservation was made on 
such line, yet in their contention they claim 
that the city has only the right to condemn five 
blocks of their entire systerh, and that two 
blocks of that have been 


city into litigation and made it the party to - 


* 


competition—and that the city now has the 
right to condemn, of this entire system, only 
three blocks more. If that should prove true, 
it would practically end competition for all 
time. 

Now, if the contention they make against the 
city in their injunction is correct and the city 
has been proceeding all these years in the 
dark in making these reservations, yet the 
company has not questioned but accepted the 
grants of council and built under thei, is it 
not time for your honorable body to call a halt 
until we know what we are doing? 

If what has been done in the past proves of 
naught, we should adopt other methods that 
will prove more effective, and secure these 
benefits for the people that it has been our 
honest intention to preserve. This is a mat- 
ter of serious import to the city of Atlanta 
and all her people. Last year you had strong 
grounds for hope that a well fortified competi- 
tion in the Atlanta Railway Company had se- 
cured a foothold against the Consolidated 
Street Railway Company. The Atlanta Rail- 
way Company applied for several grants on 
streets that had no street car conveniences, 
and the general council granted the request. 
The litigation and the result that followed is 
too fresh in the minds of the people to war- 
rant a recital now. 

Suffice it to say that the whole matter was 
carried into the courts for delay, and suc- 
cestfully, too, for the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany and the Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
peny of last year form the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company of today. 

The people were doomed to disappointment 
in their hore for competition in street car 
service at that time, and the same act is at- 
tempted to be made again in the present liti- 
gation and delay, and it is safe to say that 
if the Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
is to be granted the franchises desired, and 
that in the face of contesting your authority 
to make reservations, it is only a question of 
a short time when that much-desired slogan 
of competition in the street car service in 
Atlanta will be a thing of the past. I again 
press the question upon your honorable body: 
Is it not the duty of the mayor and general 
council to the people of Atlanta to refuse to 
grant a franchise of any kind to the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company until that com- 
pany recognizes their authority in making res- 
ervations by withdrawing its bill of injunction 
against the city in its attempt to exercise that 
authority? » 

A constant, and what seems now will be a 
never-ending warfare has been waged upon the 
city by one or the other of these companies 
at every attempt of the city council to exer- 
cise any authority over the streets of the city. 
The smallest circumstances have been taken 
advantage of, and the contending parties have 
rushed into courts with an eagerness that seems 
to have afforded keen relish. The rights of the 
city have been stubbornly and persistently at- 
tacked at every point. You no doubt remember 
that at a time when the city was making an 
effort to construct a new bridge at Whitehall 
street over the Southern railroad tracks, that 
it was necessary to make the new structure 
ten feet wider than the old wooden one had 
been, and that at that time the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company went into court and 
attempted to restrain the city from making 
this improvement, i.rd ‘that, too, when the 
work was in actual progress. This was done 
ia the face of the fact that the main expense 
was being borne by the fouthern Railroad 
Ccm.pany and the city of Atlanta. The South- 
ern railroad made no objection to the con- 
struction of the bridge, and cheerfully co- 
operatei with the city in its building. 

the transfer or sale of the power plant used 
by the Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
and the Atmnta Railway Company to the lat- 
ter company is a question that it seems to me 
would be well for the general council to in- 
vestigate, that we might see just what such 
action will result in as far as the interests of 
the city are concerned. It is clearly apparent 
that it is done with the idea in view of per- 
petuating, as far as possible, the franchises 
that have been granted ‘and that may be 
granted in the future’ This appears to me to 
be another effort on the part of the two com- 
panies under one head to circumvent the city fn 
any attempt that may bé made to put them 
under such ordinances as may be and as 
have been adopted for the protection of the 
city’s interests. 


Speaks of Legal Status. 


We have before us two glaring instances, of 
very recent date, where the city has been ab- 
solutely ignored and treated with the utmost 
contempt by this company, which now seeks 
to operate a lighting plant and asks your per- 
mission to do the same. One of these in- 
stances was the attempt to construct a line 
down Forsyth street from the junction of 
Whitehall street to a point where the tracks 
of the Atlanta Railway Company turn into 
Fair street. An effort was made to perfect a 
connection at this place without’ any permis- 
sion being asked for from the hands of this 
body. This was a glaring act of contempt, 
and was only prevented by the aid ef the 
police, who were called upon to stop the work. 
The city was not so fortunate in putting an 
end to the other act of contempt, as this was 
accomplished..without my knowledge. I refer 
to the Construction of more than .!1,000 feet 
of track on Georgia avenue at a point begin- 
ning at or near Capitol avenue and extending 
in an easterly direction. No application was 
made to the general council for that right and 
the work was done without any notice being 
given to your honorable body. 

I am. clearly of the opinion that my posi- 
tion in this matter is correct and for that rea- 
son have not hesitated to act, but let us now 
take up events that have transpired since my 
declining to attach nity approval to the fran- 
chise as passed by you Only a few days 
after the general council had acted upon the 
matter the Central Trust Company, of New 
York, goes into the courts and sets up a claim 
that it has under the charter of the old At- 
lanta Street Railroad Company. the absolute 
control of all streets for which it had been 
granted the right to operate cars and that the 
city has no authority over them whatever. 
This claim is evidently made in the interest 
of the Atlanta Railway and Power Company, 
which is owned by the same parties that own 
the Atlanta Railway Company. This sweep- 
ing claim is made and the courts have been 
appealed to in the effort to aave it sustained. 

This completely blocks the city in any ef- 
fcrt to give the public street car competition 
and thus provide a means of cheap transpor- 
tation for all of the citizens of Atlanta. Lines 
now in course of construction are hindered and 
complete stop put to their finish until the 
question may be settled. Not only is the city 
put tn the position where it has not the power 
to give franchises in the streets that have al- 
ways been supposed tc be its property, but 
it is put where it cannot collect $50,000 that 
is now in waiting to be paid to it, as a contri- 
bution for a portion of the expense of erecting 
a viaduct over Whitehall street. It will be 
seen from this that these parties claim the 
streets of the city of Atlanta, and at the same 
time prevent its officers from collecting a 
large amount that is justly due it and that 
would have been applied to the purpose for 
which it has been in waiting but for injunc- 
tions. 

By this we see that should the city be forced 
frcm its position that it loses its streets and 
at the same time loses $50,000. Should the 
city quietly allow these parties to take ‘its 
streets it will at the same time fpfactically 
be paying them $50,000 for the privilege of 
having its property taken from it. 

The contention of these parties is and the 
claim has been set up in the courts that 
the city of Atlanta has no control over them 
so far as the occupation of the streets is 
concerned, when once they have their tracks 
and property in them. The franchise which 
I have declined to sign grants to the. At- 
lanta Railway Company the right to operate 
an electric lighting plant for a period of 
twenty years. This appears: plain on its 
face, but should this contention regarding 
their street railroad lines prove correct, and 
it is now pending in the courts for a de- 
cision, the same claim could be set up that 
the city had no control over this company’s 
wires and ducts once they had been placed 
in the streets. 

If itis correct in the one instance we have 
eno reason to think that these parties would 
fail to make the same claim in connection 
with the electric lighting franchise, and in 
fact they now claim that they have the right 
to lay ducts under the charter given them 
by the legislature without the permission 
of your honorable body. Once they have done 
their work and then should this

Mentions Other Matters. 

The city of Atlanta, acting on the voice 
of the people, twice expressed at the polls, 
applied for and was granted permission by 
the legisigture to hold a bond election for 
the purpose of realizing as near £300,000 
as that amount of bonds would bring, for 
the purpose of securing funds to be used 
in the construction of 4 lighting plant. to 
be owned and operated by the city of At- 
lanta. Should this franchise now before 
you be put into effect and the contention that 
the city has no control over the streets, once 
they are occupied by the Atlanta Ratlway 
Company, should be sustained, the city would 
find that it was in a position where it could 
not use its own propertyegoer the purpose of 
furnishing light even aie the peuple had 
in unmistakable terms declared themselves 
in favor of municipal ownership of uch a 
plant. Surely we cannot stand by and see 


ner and hear a corporation tell more than 

100,000 persons that they cannot use the 
property which rightly belongs .to them, 
Surely we cannot say to those who elected 
us as their representatives that we could 
not prevent this confiscation of their proper- 
ty, for this franchise takes every foot of the 
streets and alleys of the city. 

It appears to me that there should be some 
provision made whereby at the expiration 
of twenty years the city .would have the 
undisputed authority to order this, or any 
other company that may be given franchises, 
to remove its conduits from the streets if 
the general council should see fit to do 80, 
for any failure on their part to comply with 
any requirements that might be deemed best 
for the public interests. Phis may have been

Another feature that I feel it my duty to 
call to your attention is the. failure to pro- 
vide for the payment of a percentage of the 
receipts from such a plant in case of a 
consolidation with any other company doing 
a like business. has been deemed a 
most wise provision. If such an ordinance 
will prevent the consolidation of street car 
lines and thus insure competition in this di- 
rection, it is my opinion that a provision cf 
the same character and the same purpose 
would be good in this instance and could 
surely do no harm. Unless such an attempt 
was made the companies could not object to 
it and then the city would be in @ measure 
protected. 

Let us now sum up the situation shortly 
in detail, and we will get the following re- 
sult: 

First, the Atlanta Railway Company and the 
Atlanta Railway and Power: Company say 
that the city does not control its own streets. 

Second, these companies and a trust com- 
pany holding their bonds have suc- 
ceeded in preventing a company that 
the city has granted rights to from building 
competitive lines. ‘ 

Third, by this these parties have prevented 
the expenditures of large sums of mpney in 
the city. 

Fourth, these same parties have attempted 
to prevent the city from making an_ im- 
provement in building a bridge over White- 
hall street at the Southern railway crossing 
when the improvement was absolutely neces- 
sary and when the main expense was being 
borne by others who were not objectors. 

Fifth, these parties have made a transfer 
of a valuable power plant from the parent 
company to a smaller one and are actuat- 
ed in this by the fact that the smaller 
company has a charter that has a longer life 
than that of the larger one.
